Growing depression over the death of 
his favorite son, Frederick Lemp, three 
years ago, and the loss of Frederick 
Pabst, of Milwaukee, a life-long friend, 
is believed to have been the cause for 
‘his act. 

M:1. Lemp, who was 68 years old, and 2 
native of Germany, had lived in St. Louls 
for forty-eight years and stood high in 
business and social circles anq@ was re~- 
puted to be a millionaire. 

Fired Shot While Alone. 

Mr. Lemp, it seems, was alone in his 
room When the shot was fired. Complain- 
’“tng of not feeling well, he had not arisen 
as early as the other members of tha 
‘ famify. Breakfast had been served and 
the sons had gone to their duties at the 
office and Mrs. Lemp had gone uptown. 
A shot was heard from the direction of 
Mr. Lemp’s room. Servants who hurried 
to the apartment. found Mr. Lemp lying 
~ on the floor, a revolver clutched in his 
right hand anq a bullet wound in his 


™ temple. 


The servants were sent in different dl- 
rections for physicians. Several who 
were soon at the house found that life 
was not extinct, but saw that there was 
no hope of saving his life. He was still 
breathing when Mrs. Lemp returned home 
and died a few minutes later, without 
having recognized any one. 

Grieved for Dead Saa. 

Mr. Lemp lost interest in life three 
years ago, when his son, Frederick, died. 
He was the brewer's favorite son, the 
superintendent of the brewery and the 
ehief reliance of his father. At first Mr. 
Lemp seemed to resist the impulse to 
withdraw from active life, but after a 
time he yielded to it and was seldom 
seen at his office. 

Without having any disease- which 


could be diagnosed, he became feeble and 
gradually became despondent. Bésides 
the two sons and@ his widow, one daugh- 
ter, who married a son of Captain Pabst, 
survive.

CAPTURED FLAG 
NOT FOR GEORGIA 


Roosevelt Cannot Grant Re- 
quest Made by Clay and 
Hardwick, 


Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt has informed Senator 
Clay and Representative Hardwick that 
it will be impossible “for him to grant 
the request they made some days ago 
that the captured flag of the Forty-eighth 
Georgia be returned to the survivors’ as- 
sociation of that regiment for their re- 
union. He says he has’ found upon ex- 
amination that action cannot be taken 
without an act of congress. 

At the same time President Roosevelt 
eaid he feared any such action on his 
part would create too big a sensation, 
which is interpreted as meaning that the 
near approach of the presidential cam- 
paign makes it highly advisable from his 
standpoint that nothing be done that can 
be criticised by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, which controls the votes of 
several hundred thousand union vete- 
rans. 

It ig true that he could not een@ back 
the flag legaliy. It will be recalled that 
when Mr. Cleveland set out to do this 
he found that it could not be done with- 
out authorization by congress. He went 
so far as to send out notification to the 
governors of southern states to send 
for the flags, but found they could not be 
delivered over by executive action.

PITTSBURG BANK 
CLOSES DOORS 


Investment in Coal Lands 
Given as Cause for 
Failure. 


Pittsburg, February 13.—The State 
Bank of Pittsburg, a small institution 
capitalized at $50,000, was closed today 
by order of the state banking dcpart- 
ment. Albert L. Tabor, of Philadelphia, 
State bank examiner, is temporarily in 
charge. 

The State Bank of Pittsburg was or- 
ganized in December, !896. It has been 
paying dividends at the rate of 4 per 
cent per annum on its capitn! of $50,000, 
and had accumulated a surplus of $8,000 
and undivided profits of $2,217. Last 
November it reported deposits of about 
$475,000, but since that time its business 
has been gradually falling off. 

Large irfvestments in. coal lands, on 
which the bank could not immediately 
realize, and injurious loans are given as 
the reason for the embarrassment. 

Whilé there are a large number of 
depositors, the closing of the bank caused 
no excitement. Dr. Espy, president of 
the State bank, assured all that deposits 
would be paid in full, 

The directors hope to resume at an 
early date, and in thcir opinion the de. 
posits wil] be pid in full, 

Indiana Bank Suspends.

TUSKEGEE TO HOLD ASSEMBLY. 


Thirteenth Annual Conference Meets 
Next Week. 

Tuskegee, Ala., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The thirteenth annual meeting of 
the Tuskegee negro conference wil] be 
held at Booker T. Washington's Tuske- 
gee institute Wednesday, February 17. 
Farmers from all over the south attend 
these annual weetings, which are held 
in the interest of the black farmers of 
the south. 

The purposes of the conference are to 
promote the material, moral and educa- 
tional progress of the negro peasantry 
of the south. The abolition of the mort- 
gage system fs sought, and farmers are 
encouraged to raise their own food sup- 
plies, such as corn, potatoes, sirup, peas, 
whogs and chickens; to secure, by sup- 
plement of the state funds, better schools 
and teachers; to have a better class of 
churches and preachers, an@ to buy 
homes and improve them, 

Representatives of all the negro schools 
in the south, besides prominent editors, 
sociologists and students of the negro 
problem have signified their intention of 
being present.

BULLS CLOTHE 
IN BEAR SKINS 


Marked Change fas Come 
Over New Orleans Exchange 


= 


Formerly There Were Few Bears, 
Now the Bulls Are Being 
Transformed Into Bears. 

No Marked Advance Ex- 
pected in Cotton. 


New Orleans, February !3.—The short 
Saturday session in the cotton market 
was quiet, although !t was not by any 
means featureless. It was marked prin- 
cipally by operations on the short side 
which caused a decline after an initial 
advance on better cables from Liver- 
pool than were expected, of about a 
quarter of a cent. The decline at tHe 
close amounted to only 4 points on all 
active positions, but even this indicated 
the extent of the selling for short ac- 
count, when the strength of weekly sta- 
tistics was taken Into consideration. 

It is now generally conceded that, to 
a certain extent, public opinion is against 
any immediate advances and that the 
public is being won over to the short 
side. The leading bulls do not manifest 
any alarm over this condition of affairs, 
as the public and its speculations were 
the principal causes for the panicky 
scenes that ensued last week. The short 
side, in the oponion of conservative 
longs, will probably find the public inter- 
est in the market as unwieldy and as 
dangerous as the long side found it. 

At the ring today there appeared to be 
two bears to One bull, and this gave a 
strange tone to trading, as formerly 
there were about nine bulls to one bear. 

As has been the case for several days 
past, the leading bulls kept out of the 
market and allowed prices to take their 
own trend, Conservative bulls are now 
being listened to more than at any time 
this season. They predict 20-cent, cotton 
on its own merits and their estimate of 
the crop is 10,250,000 bales, maximum. 
It is pointed out that after such a series 
of startling bearish factors as has pre- 
sented themselves a sensationa] bullish 
factor is liable to show itself at most 
any time, and it 1s claifhed that if such 
a factor does come to light a panic 
among the recently converted shorts will 
follow. The chief feature of the market 
at present is its gossip and any rumor 
throws the entire exchange into heated 
discussions, 

Thus it was reported Friday that 
Gwathmey, of New York, was to lead a 
newly organized bear pool.

YOUTH ADMITS 


Sanbern Fears Results of 
His Action in New 
Orleans. 


New Orleans, February 13.—Lawrence 
S. Sanborn, the young man who flguren 
in the sensational marriage ceremony in 
Judge Downing’s court on Thursday, now 
realizes the serious eituation he has put 
himself in as a result of Judge Down- 
ing’s signing Miss Ohlsen’s marriage cer- 
tificate and is in great apprehension of 


arrest. 

Sanborn and the fitst Mrs. Sanborn, 
who was Miss Chase, appeared together 
today in Judge Downing’s court, the for- 
mer exceedingly anxious to learn if the 
ceremony before Judge Downing was an 
accomplished fact and if it put him in 
the attitude of having married both wom- 
en. He was told that the ceremony was 
considered to have taken place and that 
the certificate had been signed and de- 
livered to Miss Ohlsen. 

Sanborn admitted that the ceremony 
had been performed in an Episcopal 
church in Brooklyn with himself and 
Miss Chase. He said he was not prepared 
to say that he had been married. He 
had been told that as he and Miss Chase 
were both under age the marriage was 
not legal. He was a Harvard student at 
the time. When he returned to Boston 
he said he announced that he had been 
married to Miss Chase and the Boston 
papers printed stories of the wedding. 
Sanborn said that he was a Protestant 
and Miss Chase a Catholic and that since 
their marriage Miss Chase was trying 
to have him secure the blessing of a 
priest upon the ceremony, which he had 
failed to do.

Johnson Deliberately Murdered 
by San Dominican Rebels 


United States Minister Powell Writes 
the State Department That 
the Killing Was Unpro- 
voked—Strong Meas- 
ures Are Taken. 


Washington, February 1!3.—The state 
department has received a report by 
mail under date of San Domingo, Feb- 
ruary 12, from United States Minister 
Powell of the killing by imsurgents of J. 
G. Johnson, the second-class machinist 
of the U. S. gunboat Yankee, The facts 
have been briefly given in press dis- 
patches, but the details furnished by the 
minister go to establish the fact that 
the killing was deliberate and unpro- 
voked. He said: 

“This was no accident, but deliberately 
done, as during the morning the insur- 
geats had been firing upon two signal 
men who were waiting for the launch, 
Une of these men, Thorning, Rad a 
bullet go through his hat. Half an 
inch lower, he would have been killed.” 

The minister acted with the greatest 
promptness in communicating with Com- 
mander Heilner, of the Yankee. He 
added: 

“L have addressed a note to the com- 
mander of the revolutionary forces, de- 
manding immediate satisfaction for the 
death of this man, which J] shall send 
by a strong guard to the eommander.” 

Minister Powel) has cabled the state 
department that American property in- 
terests in San Domingo are suffering 
heavily as a resuk of the insurrection, 
This is true of the property near the 
city: of San Domingo and within the 
lines of the revolution. The minister 
says: 

“It is reported that at Santa Fe, the 
cattle on ‘the estate of the Bartram 
company, of New York, numbering about 
500, and used in sugar production on the 
plantation,. have nearly all been Killed. 
The telephone line between this city and 
Santa Fe, the property of an American 
capita‘ist, has been destroyed, also an 
engine used by the San Domingo Im- 
provement Company, an American cor- 
puration; also a handsome residence be- 
longing to the Clyde Line Company, and 
Occupied by their agent, was set on fire 
and destroyed. These are just a few of 
the acts of wanton destruction which 
have been perpetrated, The French res- 
idents are suffering .equally with our 
own. The patience of the state depart- 
ment is peing severely tested by these 
continued reports and some action may 
be taken in tage near future.”

PROGRESS MADE 
AT BALTIMORE 


ing Much Grit 


Mayor McLan> Says from the Ashes 
a Greater and Better City Will 
Arise — Business Is Being 
Gradually Re- 
sumed. 


Baltimore, February |3.—Mayor Robert 
McLane voiced the pervading sentiment 
in Baltimore today when he said to the 
Associated Press: 

“We are going to recover from this 
calamity and will emerge a greater and 
better city than before. 

“IT am very much encouraged,’ the 
mayor added, ‘‘with the spirit and grit 
shown by our people in their determina- 
tion to go ahead and assist in the re- 
habilitation of the city. Wonderful prog- 
ress has been made in cleaning up our 
streets. The next step will be the formu- 
lation of plans for improvements to fol- 
low. I realize with the average citizen 
that now is our opportunity to improve 
the bhisiness part of Baltimore. The 
question of converting certain blocks into 
public reservations will be considered, 
The absence of any material disorder 
this trying time is unprecedented, Our 
police and militia have performed their 
duty admirably.’’ 


Governor and Troops. 

There is some disappointment, especial- 
ly among business men who Nave had 
their property burned under the ruins, 
over the determination not to send fed- 
eral troops here to nolice the fire dis- 
trict, but Governor Warfield is firm in his 
insistence that the soldiers are not 
needed. 

In a statement today, he said: 

“I desire. to correct an impression that 
there has been a conflict of opinion be- 
tween the members of the legislature 
and myself with regard to sending fed- 
eral troops to Baltimore to aid the militia 
and the police. The resolution of the 
legislature requesting that federal troops 
be sent was passed under the impression 
that the state troops and police were 
being worn out by reason af the length 
of time they were required to be at 
their posts. I ascertained, however, that 
the fire district was sufficiently patrolled 
and that the men were relieved at such 
intervais as would afford them sufficient 
rest. There has never been a moment 
that the peace and good order of the city 
have been threatened. Ald would have 
been gladiy accepted from the national 
government had there been any need, 
but there have been no conditiong that 
would justify the bringing of federal} 
troops to Baltimore.” 

Miss Alice Roosevelt, accompanied by 
Messrs. Wadsworth and Long, came to 
Baltimore late this afternoon to take a 
view of the ruing. By request, a pass 
was issued for them to enter the burned 
region in Fayette street. 

Saturday, which is usually recognized 
as pay day, brought joy to severa] thou- 
sand Baltimore employees and sorrow 
to other thousands. Some firms paid off 
their clerks and workmen and others did 
not, 

Many Paid Off. 

Flundreds of firms, including the largest 
manufacturing establishments in the city, 
were able to pay off today. Some of 
these firms secured money through the 
banks, nearly every one of which cashed 
checks yeSterday and today for the pur- 
pose of meeting pay rolls. 

The big clothing factories, which em- 
ploy thousands of operatives, were nearly 
all able to pay off today, as were the 
retail stores. The steamboat companies 
and the big factories in East and South 
Baltimore were also néarly al] able to 
gi their employees their regular wages. 
Of e firms burned out, a large number, 
probably more than half, have continued 
to carry al] their employees on the pay 
rolls. These fifms, however, were un- 
able to get their papers straightened out, 
and secure funds, but they will be all 
right as soon as the banks open. 

The volume of business done in Bal- 
timore this week has been tremendous 
and probably exceeds that of any month 
in its previous history. This refers more 
to purchases than to sales, although 
many firms who were burned out never 
ceased taking ordefs, and kept their sales- 
men on the road selling goods. 

The principal transactions have, of 
coufse, been in real estate and building 
and repairing contracts, 

The decisive way in which the rail- 
road companies responded to the situa- 
tion is the talk of the city. Special 
trains to bring fire companies and police 
protection were ready at almost a mo- 
ment’s notice.

The de- 
cision was in the nature of an injunc- 
tion enjoining ticket broker from dealing 
in mardi gras tickets. The {fnjunctton 
only applied to the tickets issued for the 
mardi gras festivals, but the railroad at- 
torneys claim that under the laid laid 
down by Judge Parlange the injunction 
can be extended so ag to cover all special 
occasions before the tinal decision. They 
say that when a final decision ts reached 
the injunction can be made to cover all 
nontransferable tickets. 

The decision of Judge Parlange is not 
only important to the railroads and the 
ticket brokers, but fs of interest to the 
general public. The decision is as fol- 
lows: 

“T shall file in this matter a written 
opinion. The fundamental question in 
this matter is not whether a statute for- 
bidding any person from engaging in the 
business of buying and selling any rail- 
road tickets whatever, would be upheld 
by this court. But the question is 
whether the defendants can, and should, 
be enjoined from buying and selling rall- 
road tickets issued at reduced rites to 
persons who contract and bind themselves 
not to transfer them, the nontransfer- 
ability being cleatly apparent on the face 
of the ticket. 

At times, during the course of the ar- 
gument on behalf of the defendants, it 
seemed to be assumed by their counsel 
that the matter in hand was whether the 
defendants could be enjoined from buying 
end selling any railroad ticketS, whether 
ordinary transferable tickets or nontrans- 
ferapie tickets. No such question is here- 
in invoived. 

“Great reliance was placed by defend- 
ants’ @ounsel on a decision of the court 
of appeals of New York, holding that a 
statute evidently intended to practically 
destroy and prohibit the business of rail- 
road brokers, regardless of the nature of 
the tickets dealt in. A similar decision 
by the court of appeals of Texas was 
al@o pressed upon the attention of the 
court. It is perfectly clear that it was 
not held in these cases that a person 
who has, by contract, for a valuable con- 
sideration, bound himself to a railroad 
company not tu tansfer a ticket, will be 
allowed by the courts to violate his con- 
tract, and that outsiders, whose purpose 
is personal gain, will be allowed by the 
courts to assit the ticket holder in vio- 
lating his contract. 

“The necessities of the defendants’ case 
compel them to deny the validity Of a 
contract between a railwwad company and 
a ticket holder, whereby in consideration 
of a reduced rate, the ticKet is*made non- 
transferable. But is clear, beyond ques-

‘tion, that the matter has been settled gd- 
versely to the defendants’ contention.

sons assigned. It is absolutely incorrect 
to assume that the supreme court be. 
lieved that the railroad company had no 
case warranting an injunction simply 
because that court refused to mandamus 
the lower court to take action In a mat- 
ter which was clearly left to the discre- 
tion of the lower court. And there are 
other grounds upon which the supreme 
court may have based its action without 
holding that, as matter of law, no in- 
junction should issue iff similar cases. 

“It wag also argued on behalf of de- 
fendants, with great earnestmess amd 
insistence, that the public policy of this 
State and of the United States is op- 
posed to the views of the law taken by 
complainants. ' 

“The only fact presented in support of 
the contention that the suit was in op- 
position fo the public policy of the state 
of Louisiana is that a certain bil} relat- 
ing to railroad brokers was defeated in 
the state legislature of 1902. It is obvi- 
Ous that that bil] must have been in- 
tended to absolutely destroy and prohibit 
the entire business of railroad brokers, 
regardiess of the nature of the tickets 
dealt in. But the minority of the com- 
mittee which reported the bill clearly 
show by their minority report that they, 
although opposed to the bill, were con- ° 
vinced that a contract not to transfer a 
railroad ticket, under proper conditions, 
of course fs bindjng and valid and 
should be enforced. 

“It can also be shown that there is no 
announcement of the public policy of 
the lUinited States which could be held 
to militate herein against the complain- 
ants or in favor of the defendants. It 
should be specially noticed that in this 
case there is no denial, but on the con- 
trary an admission, that the defendants 
deal in the class of tickets in question, 
and the defendants contend that they 
have the right to deal in them. : 

“The matter therefore turns mostly. if 
not entirely, on questions of law. upon 
all of whgch I find against the defend- 
ants, 

“In this case this eourt, through Judge 
Boarman, issued an injunction concern- 
ing the United €onfederate Veteran tick- 
ets, after full argument. But the matter 
has been reargued before me de novo. 
as though this court had not already 
passed on the questions of law involved. 
Judge Boarman having virtually declin- 
ed to issue an injunction including all 
non-transferable tickets to be issued in 
the future, I do not think I should do 
more at the present time than to order 
the issuance of an injunction as to the 
non-transferable mard! gras tickets 

“The railroad companies must give in 
each case a bond of $5.000 to hold the 
defendants. harmless agafnst any dam- 
ages in the case. 

“A written opinion in the case wil! he 
filed to supersede ithe present «state- 
ment.”’

TN THE COUNTY

What Work Is Done By the 
_ Counly Police Fore. 


— 


Six Men Cover 144 Miles of Terri- 
tory—Ride Night and Day—Chiet 
Turner Speaks of Work. 

' More Men Are Baaly 

Needet. 


od 


Four years ago the county police force 
was an experiment. Today the people 
living in Fulton county outside the city 
limits cowld not do without «ae patrol, 

Only those who-come in actual contact 
with the county police are aware of the 
work the men af g. 

Chief Turner élve men, not near 
enough, and he ha em divided into two 
squads of six men each, The men go on 
duty from 12 to 12 o’clock; but the six 
men who are not on duty are subject to 
call at any time. 

The six men on duty patrol a territory 
covering about !2 miles square. They 
have to ride, for all are mounted, from 
the time they start out until their re- 
turn to headquarters. Along all the 
main country roads and the. small 
branch roads the patrol goes on day and 
night. A watch is kept for suspicious 
characters, burglaries and tnefts are in- 
vestigated, accidents looked into and all 
bad plaecesszn roads and bridges reported 
to the chief, 

Whenever a serious‘ accident occurs, 
such as railroad wrecks, Chief Turner Is 
immediately notified and he af once 
sends some of his men to the scene. If 
a fire breaks out in a country district, 
one or two of his men are quickly at 
the place. 

In addition to this, the men are often 
called upon to attend entertainments at 
which there is a possibility of trouble 
arising. 

In the chief’s office at the court house 
are kept records of aljl cases reportesa, 
and these records the men read every 
day. The work cf investigating. cases re- 
ported is divided between the men ac- 
cording to their beats. 

Needs More Men. 

Chief Turner gays fre needs at least 
twenty men on patrol duty and two 
small headquarters, located on both sides 
of the city, where the horses can be 
kept and where he can have men on Call 
duty night and day. 

“We are doing a good work. as our 
recards wll ehow,”’ states the chief, ‘but 
if we had twenty men on patrol and two 
call stations, I tell you there would be 
no criminal to escape us in che county, 
The men I have work in perfect har- 
mony. It is a pull altdégether. The men 
never complain at extra work. Often 
they are called out at night after they 
have worked all day and they respond 
cheerfully and willingly. I have had 
some of the men work twenty-four hours 
without resting. Do you know that the 
county, outside the city, has increased 
at least 10,000 in population within the 
past four years? In one section alone, 
near East Point, a factory has added 
1,500 people. Then the trolley car lines, 
stretching out in all directions, have 
caused more houses to be built and more 
people to become residents of country 
districts. Keeping up with crime, raid- 
ing blind tigers and gamblers, attending, 
fires, guarding scenes of wrecks and in- 
véstigating reported cases of thefts. 
keep my small force pretty busy. I am 
in touch with my men all the time, by 
the telephones, and in this way we man- 
age to keep up with the work. Wlih a 
few more men and the headquarters I 
have spoken of we could give the county 
a perfect system of police patrol. They 
pay taxes and they are entitled to it. 

Those acquainted with the work done 
by the county police speak of the force 
in words of the highest praise. They say 
that 144 miles are well patrolled by the 
twelve men and their chief. The country 
patrol, they say, is a success and needs 
every encouragement.

FARLY THIS WEEK

Committees Will Formulate Re- 
port on L, & Wi Petition 


Residents of Washington Street Are 
Still Actively Working for Via- 
duct, and May Ask To Be 
Heard Again on the 
Proposition. 


For the purpose of deciding what wil) 
be recommended to council, the commit- 
teé on streets, of which Alderman. Terry 
ig chairman, and the bridge committee, 
of which Councilman Bruce is chairman, 
will meet during the early part of this 
week. It is not improbable that the 
mecting will be held on Wednesday alf- 
ternoon, 

These are the two committees to which 
have been referred the petitions of the 
Louisville and Nashville, Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern, Georgia railroad, At- 
lantic Coast Line and other railroads, The 
roads, as is well known, degire erect- 
ing freight depote at the corner of the 
present Central avenue and Waverly 
place and desire changing the entire 
topography of the railroad yards from 
that point east to the city limits. 

Decided objections to these changes and 
improvements have been made by tesl- 
dents of Washington and ® neighboring 
streets, who are seeking to have a via- 
duet constructed from the end of Wash- 
ington street across the railroad yards, 
along the entire length of Collins street, 
across Decatur etreet and along CoOurt- 
land street as far as Gilmer street. It 
is the idea of the property owners who 
are interested in the matter to have the 
railroads pay the entire cost of the con- 
struction of this bridge. 

Nearly al] the members of council agree 
to the construction of the viaduct, but 
they are of the opinion that the city 
shoulda bear its proportionate cost of the 
construction. 

Residents of Washington and neighbor- 
ing streets were at the office of Oaptain 
R. M. Clayton. chief engineer of Atlan- 
ta, yesterday afternvon, for the purpose 
of again going over the plans of the rail- 
roads, which are on file in the office of 
the chief engineer. This indicates that 
they are not now less active in the mat 
ter than they were at the start. It may 
also mean that they will again ask to 
be heard from during the next meeting 
of the two commiiteés. 

Another committee meeting of interest 
during the present week will be that or 
the bridge committee, of which Council- 
man Bruce is chairman. This committee 
is to meet for the purpose of formulat- 
ing plans for the construction of the new 
steel bridge over the tracks of the South- 
ern railway on Edgewood avenue, Money 
for this improvement was apportioned 
by council when the January apportion- 
ment eheet of the finance committee was 
adopted.

Action on bond. Before E. A. Hawkins, 
Judge pro hac vice.

Candler, J,—In a suit pending in Dooly 
Superior court, in which a receiver had 
been appointed, the receiver was, by a 
epéecia) order of court, directed to de- 
posit certain funds in a named bank, ‘‘up- 
on said bank giving good and solvent 
bond and security to the receiver for the 
forthcoming of said money, said security 
to be approved by the receiver.” The 
deposit was made, the receiver having 
first taken a bond with the plaintiffs in 
error as securities, the condition of the 
bend being that t%e depository bank 
“shall well and truly account for all 
moneys, funds, and notes which .may 
he depOsited. with it by said recetver, 
and shall pay and apply such money 
and funds as directed by said receiver 
Promptly upon his demands, and do and 
perform its functions as depository. . . 
according to the true intent and -méan- 
ing of” the order directing the receiver 
to make the deposit. - The receiver at 
first made a demand deposit, but ‘subse- 
quently, at the solicitation of an officer 
of the bank and with no consideration 
moving to him, changed it to a time de- 
posit bearing no interest.

The spinners of the worid 
will require every pound of cotton there 
is to be had. We confidently believe 
that these priges will soon look very 
cheap amd are favorable to the long side 
wd cotton and believe in much higher 
prices.

It is 
hardly to be supposed that the insur- 
ance companies. would by cOmmon con- 
gent wait for a given moment before real- 
izing on their assets—particularly in a 
Sagging market, with a war ifn the east 
end railroad earnings showing unpleas- 
ant losses compared with the previous 
year. ; 

A curious incident occurred as a re- 
@ult of the fire. Interior bankers vied 
with one another in sending drafts on 
Baltimore to New York to be cashed. 
Had all of them been honored it.would 
have made an enormous hole in the local 
cash reserves. So the New York bankers 
agreed to accept these drafts only “for 
ecllection,”” There was no special reason 
why such drafts should be cashed, ex- 
fept as an accommodation to Baltimore, 
which the New York people were dis- 
posed to do so far as practicable. It is 
believed here that the hardest burden will 
fall on merchants and other Baltimore 
people, whose losseg can hardly be esti- 
mated. 


In the matter of railroad earnings 
James J. Hill's significant remark today 
contairs a volume of meaning. When 
asked for an explanation of the falling 
eff in railroad profits, he answered: 
“Why, it is very simple. Business has 
stopped expanding and we are in for a 
period of rest.’’ Mr. Hill made no com- 
ment on the general claim of railroad 
officials some months ago that by re- 
ducing expenses they could make as good 
@ net showing as before. Recent reports 
vf leading railroads indicate that this 
prediction was wrong. Some of them 
showed very radical losses in net results 
compared with the ‘corresponding period 
of the previous year. 

The result of these unpleasant exhibits 
will be that investors will set about dis- 
criminating between securities of various 
railroads and take into account the pos- 
sibility that dividends must be reduced. 
Such comments as the following were 
made about standard railroads like 
Pennsylvania, New York Central and St. 
Paul this week: “Pennsylvania will 
certainly reduce {its dividend to 5 per 
cent,”’ remarked one. “New Yor} Central 
will go to par,”’ suggested another, while 
still. another seriously questioned the 
ability of St. Paul to keep up 7 per cent 
dividends and predicted 120 for it. All 
f these opinions were given jn good faith 
by men who have their own ways of 
sizing up the stock market. Of course, 
they should be taken with allowance. 
GBome of these same men several weeks 
ago were talking glowingly of the 
recovery in.the steel business and recom- 
mending the purchase of United States 
Steel issues when they saw the price of 
fhe preferred stock rally from 52 to above 
60. They were apprehensive, however, 
when the price dropped back to belaw 55. 
Wall street is filled wiih this sort of 
changeable persons. Nevertheless, good 
authorities look for some reductions in 
@ividends during the coming twelve 
months.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET—BLK 

New York, February 13.—The stock 
market had to face, with the Opening of 
this week, ‘the unexpected calamity of 
the great conflagration at Baltimore and 
the outbreak of war between Russia and 
Japan. That it wag not wholly discounted 
was Obvious from the commotion caused 
in the foreign security market, especiaily 
among state funds, notably at Paris. This 
concurrence of harmful events was a 
Staggering blow to setniment and grave 
fears were felt in consequence. These 
fears have thus far failed in aq striking 
degree of realization. The sharp declines 
of Monday were almost made up on Tues- 
day, showing that censiderable selling, 
even On Monday, was for the short uc- 
count. It is highly probable, however, 
that some measure of powerful support 
by large capitaists and bankers played 
a part in Tuesday’s rally. It was the per- 
ception of this fact and the fear that the 
object was to afford a more profitable 
basis for necessary liquidation. that in- 
duced the renewed decline of the later 
market. The scaling down of the first es- 
timates of the Baltimore fire losses also 
had important part in restoring the mar- 
ket to a quieter tone. The composure 
with which these conditions were met 
was a striking demonstration of the great 
growth of the country’s resources, since 
the time which similar ealamities threw 
financial circles into G@moralization. The 
gravity of the requirements to be met 
by the heavy destructfon of pro erty 
values has not lost itg force, as fs shown 
by the renewed but more orderly faW in 
prices which followed the recovery from 
the first spasmodic drop. If forced and 
urgent liquidation can be escaped as a 
result of the heavy requirement on the 
reat insurance companies, it is’ realized 
fhat widespread extension of credits wilf 
be necessary to accomplish th result, 
The continuation of credits to the ‘strick. 
en business community of Baltimore 
comes into consideration also. These un- 
forseen needs reinforce :-the doubts which 
haye been caused for sqgme time past re- 
garding the money outiook on account 
of the heavy corporation requirements 
which are constantly appearing, and the 
effect also of the payment of the.

New Car Plant at Ensley. 

Ground has been broken for the plant 
of the Southern Street Car Manufacturing 
Company at Ensley. with ample capital 
to construct one of the most complete 
plants In the country. The site is an 
admirable one, located between the main 
line of the Louisville and Nashville rall- 
road and the ‘Frisco system. The main 
structure of the plant will be two stories 
high, 300 by 300 feet. and will give ¢m- 
ployment to three hundred skilled work- 
men to begin with, and will be increased 
to one fhousand men. The plant {s very 
aecessible by street cars and will top 
the three great systems of railroads, the 
Louisville and Nashville, the ‘Frisco and 
Birmingham Southern. 

The Tennessee Company has about com- 
pleted the new ‘‘mixing machine” at their 
steel mill and Is one of the most im- 
portant additions to the plant, and pro- 
poses to be a great saver of metal, and 
is an innovation in the manufacture of 
steel in the south, and will almost double 
the capacity, without Increasing the force. 

The chief feature of the “mixer” Is 
that it carries the raw iron and the scrap 
iron through a continual process of heat- 
ing the ingredients when placed in the 
machine, where they are thoroughly 
mixed in liquid form, when the mixer is 
tilted and the red hot mixture is taken 
to the open hearth furnaces, thereby 
depriving the materia’: of a large quan- 
tity of carbon and shortens the time of 
heating in furnace by one-half. 


Southern Gompanies Escape. 

Policyholders of insurance have been 
nervous since the great fire in Baltimore, 
ang the agents who represent large com- 
panies in thé north and east have been 
active in informing their policyholders 
that their ~ompanies are all right. The

The route is by Pratt 
City, Ensley and Bessemer over the line 
of the ’Frisco, and thence a new road 
from Bessemer south. crossing Red moun- 
tain, will continue south via the 
fields of Belle Ellon and Blockteon. and 
thence south to Montgomery. The now 
road will develon some of the finest coal 
properties {n the distriet and 
miles of finest iron ore. hesidee 
fine timber and agricultural lands. The 
total estimated cost for the eompletion 
of the road is $40,000 per mile. with 4 
grade for better than that of the Loufs- 
ville and Nashviile from Montgomery tv 
Birmingham It {s saig bids for the 
grading of thé new road will be asked 
for {In the early spring.

According to statements 
about the affair it’ seems that the cross- 
ing was blocked by a freizht train and 
Prather was killed by a train that was 
backing over the crossing on the next 
track. Two empty coal cars were being 
backed by switch engine 334, in charge 
of Engineer Nat Oaks, and both cars. and 
the engine passed over Prather’s body. 
S. H. Lester was in charge of the train 
crew as conductor. 

Prather is sutvived by his wife and 
four children, one daughter and four 
sons. The children are Miss Irene Prather, 
Willie Lee Prather, WyHe Prather ‘and a 
young baby. 

Walking matches were among the Icad- 
ing sports !n this section «bout eighteen 
years ago ani at that time Prather was 
one of the chief participants in tte con- 
tests. Prather walked against yarious 
walkers of ability, but very few of thein 
could compete successfully with hish and 
he came out victorious in nearly all of 
Me contests. He soon won the ritle of 
champion and became quite a cétebrity. 
At one time he went to New York and 
took part in a walking match in that city. 

Prather was a native of north Georgia, 
his home being located in the mountains 
of that section. He was a hardy man, 
of much endurance, and at times he 
would walk from his home to Atlanta, a 
distance of about 60 or 75 miles, His 
Walking feats sdoh' becdme “widely farted 
ard he,..was-~given the appellation, ‘Phe 
Mountain Wonder.”’ For a time walking 
matches were a fad in Atlanta and fre- 
quent contests Were’ held’ in a big audi+ 
torium at the corner of South Forsyth 
and Hunter streets. It. was there that 
Prather numbers of times took part in the 
contests. 

Prather was well known in’ Atlanta and 
had large numbers of friends. 

Coroner J. R. Stamps was notified of 
the accident last night, but after an in- 
vestigation decided not to hold an in- 
quest.

Patriotic Demonstratione. 

The patriotic demonstrations have been 
almost continuous for three days and

The fact that poor house 
porters pay their last cent for extra 
“newspapers and that cab drivers do not 
charge military men for carrying them 
around shows how deeply the feelings of

sacred image of Our Lady of Siberia,

Unt- 
ted States Ambassador Porter and Rus- 
sidan Ambassador Nelidoff called at the 
foreign office this afternoon and held 
long conferences with Foreign Minister 
Delcasse, as a result of which France 
replied favorably to Secretary Hay’s 
note on the neutrality of China.

vostok squadron, had been torpedoed in 
the Straits of Tsugaru yesterday. (The 
Straits of Tsugaru or Sangar are be- 
tween the Island of Yezzo, the northern- 
most of the four Japanese islands, and 
Hondo, the main tsland.

Jubilation in London Over De- 
feat of the Russians

London, February 13.—The end of the 
first calendar week of the Russo- 
Japanese war brings intense satisfaction 
in Great Britain, and the extent of the 
popular jubilation found no adequate ex- 
planation in the London press, which is 
careful not to offend Russia. 

From the potnt of view of the man in 
the street, Great Britain’s Far Eastern 
ally—Japan—has exceeded all expecta- 
tions, and even the national and the 
military officers, who prophesied initial 
guccesses for Japan, are surprised. The 
destruction or disablement of nine Rus- 
sian war vessels at the opening of tho 
struggle is regarded by experts as giving 
Japan control of the Far Eastern seas. 
Lord: Salisbury’s much condemned treaty 
with Japan now stands among the most 
popular steps taken by any British 
statesman. 

Countless deductions, both military 
and naval, aré drawn publicly and pri- 
vately from the dramatic events, which 
have occurred since Monday, and all the 
Inherent naval interest pervading the 
United Kingdom has been stirred to its 
depths by the duel between Viceroy 
Alexieff ard Vice Admiral Togo. If the 
British themselves had been involved in 
the movements of the opposing fleets, they 
could scarcely have followed them with 
keener zest. 

What strikes those responsible for the 
naval policy of Great Britain: as most 
remarkable is the extraordinary dispro- 
portion between the damage inflicted and 
the loss Suffered by Japan.

BRITISH TROLLEY TRAIN 
WILL SOON BE STARTED 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
ONDON, January 23.—Special in- 
& terest attaches to the accompany- 
ing photograph, for it gives a view 
of the new electric train which will be 
the first to run in this country. It will 
be used by the Lancashire and cork- 
Shire railway, for a new service between 
Liverpool and Southport, and British ex- 
perts are waiting the result of the ex- 
periment with intense interest, as the 
Success probably would be the signal for 
the definite adoption of electricity as a 


motive power of most of the great lines 
in the United Kingdom. 


Track Is About Ready. 


The 23 miles of track which have been 
Selected for the first experiment are now 
nearly finished. All the cables have been 
laid and the lve or “third” rall, which 
closely resembles those used on the Amer- 
ican elevated lines, is in position. The 
power stations with their machinery are 
also well under way, the management 
expecting to have them finished by the 
time the London firm holding the con- 
tract for the rolling stock finishes the 
work. 

As the photograph indicates, the cars, 
Or carriages, as the English call railway 
coaches, are planned on the American 
pattern. ‘The vestibules will be much 
wider than in the so-called vestibule 
trains now in service on the English 
roads. 

At first the traing will consist of four 
coaches, two first and two third-class 
with a total seating capacity for 279 
persons. The cars will be 60 feet long 


and 10 feet wide. The first-class cars 
riages will be beautifully panelled in oak. 
The seats, built on the American prin- 
ciple, will be wide and comfortable, their 
upholstery being equal to any now in 
use. The third-class coaches w.!! differ 
from the first only in furnishing, a p.ain- 
er interior with rattun covered seats in- 
Stead of cloth being used. All the car- 
riages will be weli lighted and heated 
by electricity.

What more 
natural than that they should become followers of what seems to be the 
fashion? 

The infidelity and the unbelief of intelldctual men are no longer openly 
expressed, and boldly maintained, for it has ceased to be fashionable to fly 
in the face of Christian belief. It is no longer the mark of an intellectual man, 
or a philosopher, to claim that nothing is true that does not go on all-fours 
with reason, or with the theories of science. Men of this stamp have found 
various corners in which they can hide their real opinions with more or less 
comfort to themselves and to the world at large.

“something else” is what differentiates it from all other religions and all 
other philosophies under the sun. Therefore, when The Post ihquires if it 
is not a waste of life “to put in one’s time worrying over a neighbor’s spiritual 
condition because he declines to believe that a whale swallowed Jonah,” we 
reply that if we regard the condition of our neighbor with the eyes of Christian 
philanthropy and Christian sympathy, it is becoming in us to worry over his 
mental attitude toward a book which large numbers of Christians have made 
the foundation of their belief.

JAPAN IS FAST LOSING 
INSURANCE COMPANIES 


APAN may lose the American and 

Buropean fire, marine and life in- 

surance companies now doing busi- 
ness in that empire on account of the 
recent law requiring these companies to 
invest heavily in the bonds of the Japa- 
nese government. 

It ig gaid that the companies are hav- 
ing”~a hard time there now, and that 
they contemplate a wholesale emigration 
from the mikado’s country unless there 
tg @ speedy change. Hitherto the com- 
panies have not been required to make 
a deposit or to invest reserves. Now they 
are required to make an initial deposit 
of one ‘hundred thousand yen in g0v- 
ernment bonds and when reserves ex- 
ceed that figure the difference between 
the amount deposited and the legal re- 
sgeryes must be lodged with the treasury. 
The next 400,000 of government bonds 
, and foreign eecurities at a ratio of six 
Japanea@, bonds to four foreign securities 
ef the same denomination, and the next 
600,000 at a ratio of five Japanese to five 
foreign and all future deposits at a ratio 
of three foreign to one Japanese, 

Foreign insurance companies doing bus- 
fnesag in Japan have raised a strentous 
protest against these regulations, They 
glaim that the government is unjustly 
diseriminating against them in order to 

tect the native companies and drive 
eut all competition. The American and 


European companies have fought the new 
requirements vigorously, but apparently 
without avail, the government seeming 
unwilling to modify its demands. Qne 
of the grounds upon which the demand 
has been resisted is that the powers have 
treaties with the Japanese providing that 
foreigners shall enjoy equal trade rights 
and privileges with the natives of the 
country, and the insurance companies 
claim that in being compelled to put up 
this large deposit and reserve investment 
their treaty rights have been overstepped. 
The native companies are allowed to 
invest their assets in practically 
any class of securities they = de- 
sire, whereas’ the foreign compa- 
nies must limit their investments to 
government bonds and such securities 
as the government may approve of. More- 
over, they have been informed that they 
cannot retain their investments, as rep- 
resented by their securities, in their own 
vaults, but nrust deposit the same with 
the government. They have also deen 
informed officially that if the bonds in 
which they invest their surplus depre- 
ciate Mm value so as to impair the re- 
serves, they will be expected to put up 
either more bonds or a sufficient sum 
in cash to maintain these reserves. 
When a Japanese insurance company is 
organized it is required to have a capital 
or guarantee fund of 100,000 yen, but 
of this sum only 25,000 yen actually paid 
in ts the amount necessary to do busi-

in that country. Few foreign companies 
insure Japanese property except in the 
case of the larger factorieos and mills 
where the native insurance companies 
and are not large and strong enough to 
handle a full line of policies. The for- 
eign fire and marine transact their Dusi- 
ness principally among the foreign mer- 
chants, who, by the way, have consid- 
erable inSurance to place, any of them 
doing a very large import and export 
business. It is thought that these for- 


eign business meén will not relish the en-° 


forced withdrawal of their compatriots 
in the insufance business, thus compell- 


: 


ing them to proceed under the imminent 
risk of loss by fire and marine disaster 
without any adequate protection. 

Lack of financial strength in the na- 
tive cOmpanies causes the foreigner to 
fight shy of them, and this shyness is 
intensified by the disposition of the na- 
tive owners to resort to etty sharp 
practices in the avoiding of the payment 
of losses. 

There are three American and two Ca- 
nadian life inaurance companies which 
have ‘been doing business In Japan, name- 
ly the Mutual Life, the New York Life, 
Equitable and the Manufacturers’ Life 
and the Sun Life of Canada. Of these, 
the Equitable has already announcéd its 
withdrawal, an@ & is said that all the 
others will follow Suit. The fire and 
masine companies these are principally 
British, although the continental compa- 
nies are pretty well represented. Tho 
Standard Life, a British company, is 
also doing business there, although it has

Certificates wefe furnished as 
to this man’s eligibility. ‘rinere is a rule 
in this association that any team playing 
a man who is not eligible shall be sus- 
pended. Now, Carolina was not a mem- 
ber of this association. When the @eor- 
zia Tech entered a complaint upon the 
field against this man they were told 
that we would either play this man or 
not play at all. The Tech consented to 
under these conditions. Which is 
to blame? The college not a membe- 
association, who does not comply

Why should Carolina be made 
for the faults of dnother?’’ 

South Carolina claims that she played 
a man who was eligible under her owa 
rules. She intimates that her blacklisting 
is on account of her success in defeating 
four teams of the association.

COURT DECIDES 
AGAINST TRIGGS 


Newspaper Which Criticised 
Professors Poetry Wins 
Case. 


“Zreaty with Cuba Is Being Differ- 
ently Interpreted. 
Washington, February 1!3.—A question 
of importance in relation to the Cuban 
interpretation of the reciprocity treaty 
with that country which became opera- 
tive December 27, 1903, has come to 

the attention of this government. 

In answer to a telegraphic inquigy ta 
the treasury department,. word has been 
received from the American minister af 
Havana to the effect that articles, the 
product of the soil or industry of the 
United States exported to other countries 
and then imported into Cuba wil! not re- 
ceive the benefit of the reduced rates 
of duty provided ir the reciprocity treaty. 
The treaty provides in effect that all 
articles of merchandise not free from duty 
being the product of the soil or industry 
of the United States exported into the 
republic of Cuba and reciprocally into the 
United States shall be admitted by each 
country at a reduction of 20 per cent of 
the rates of duties now imposed. Act- 


New York, February 13.—The appelate 
division of the supreme court has sus- 
tained a demurrer entered by the pub- 
lishers of a newspaper Were to a suit 
instituted against it by Professor Oscar 
Lovell Triggs, of the University of ‘Chi- 
cago, for alleged damages sustained on 
account of editorial comments upon Pro- 
fessor Triggs’ poetry. In the demurrer 
it was contended that the comments 
Professor Triggs complained of were not 


libelous, This demurrer, after being over- 
ruled in special term. is sustained by the 
appelate wWyvfSton, / 

In its oponion, which is written by 
Justice Ingraham, the court points out 
that there is a wide difference between 
libel and good humored criticism, say- 
ing:

Saunders, Her Trainer, Talks 
of Her 1904 Campaign 


By a New Theory He Has Figured 
Out That Lady Suffolk Holds 
the World’s Trotting Rec- 
ord—Greer’s Trotters 
in Shape. 


Memphis, February 1'3,—(Special.)—In- 
cluding Lou Dillon, the trotting queen, 
whose value was recently appraised at 
$100,000, there are more than 200 head 
of harness horses quartered at the Mem- 
phis Trotting Association’s world’s rec. 
ord holding track. The poor man’s 
string of young horses are quartered 
there alongside the rich man’s possessions, 
and the estimated value of the entire 
colony is conservatively placed by a lo- 
cal horseman at $1,000,000, the present 
high market price of the harness horse, 
of course, governing this estimate. 

Lou Dillon is the pet and idol of the 
track. The little chestnut mare that was 
unknown to the world a year ago has 
received her first “‘airing’’ on the track, 
and henceforth she will receive what her 
trainer, Millard Saunders, is wont to 
term “sunshine baths’’ at frequent in- 
tervals, when weather will permit. Lou 
Dislon has yet to be hitched to the first 
set of 1904 harness. Her debut on the 
track was made last week with a light- 
weighted groom on her back. She carried 
a light saddle and no speed was attemnt- 
ed. She has not had her harness on 
since she appeared on New York’s speed- 
way, and it will be some weeks before 
She is harnessed for even a ‘mile in 
2:20. 

Rarely a day passes that Saunders 
does not talk of the action of the trot- 
ting fathers in taking from Lou Dulon 
her mile mark of 2:05 made to high- 
wheel sulky at Cleveland last summer in 
the attempt to beat 2:08%, made by Maud 
S in 1885. Saunders has advanced many 
arguments along with others who cham 
pion the cause of Lou Dillon, but Saun- 
ders’ latest theory is founded on diffe1- 
ent lines than any that has been ad- 
vanced by press writers or horsemen. 

“This wind and ditt shield advice,” 
says Saunders, “is no protection for the 
performer. There is no suction to assist 
the record-breaker. But that, offcourse, 
is a matter of opinion. It’s a hundred 
to one, though, that, according to the 
ruling of the judges in taking Lou Dil- 
lon’s high-wheel mark away, nether 
Maud S, Sunol or any of the trotters of 
the last twenty years held a record. 

“Lady Suffolk holds the world’s record 
for high-wheel trotters with her mark 
of 2:2914, according to my way of fig- 
uring the decision of the trotting board. 
Lady Suffolk pulled some kind of an old- 
fashioned high-wheel trap a mile fy 22 
in 1845. That was more than fifty years 
ago, and Maud §’s trap that she drew 
was more Of an improvement over Laav

of the action of Brown university 
in deciding that hereafter no members of 
its team should be debarred from play- 
ing because they had received money for 
summer baseball, 

The stand that was taken by Brown is 
not altogether approved by college men, 
but the stand taken by the chairman of 
the Pennsylvania faculty committee has 
met with greater favor. 

In commenting on the situation at 
Brown college, he is reported to have 
said that he would approve of the stand 
taken by Brown in the matter if the stu- 
dent who wished to play college bal! 
should satisfactorily pass all entrance 
examinations and remain in college one 
year before playing on the team. 

This point of view has been adopted by 
several] well-known men in Atlanta who 
have the best interests of sport at heart. 
They believe that it fs far better to al- 
low a man to play college ball who has 
played it for money and acknowledzes it, 
than to allow the colleges to be filled with 
men who outwardly are amateurs and 
really are professionals. 

For it is a well known fact that the 
colleges of the south do harbor profes- 
sionals or semi-professionals at least and 
that it is impossible to prevent such men 
from coming to college and taking courses 
there or being induced to come 

In order to do away with this state of 
affairs, and to eliminate the feature which 
is now too frequent in college athletics— 
that of men signing papers stating that 
they have never received money for their 
services when they really have. 

And there need be no fear that profes- 
sionals who are worthy of entrance into 
league ranks will desert the prospect of 
earning from $150 to $500 a month to 
enter college and play for the fin of it. 

But after a man has entered college 
the faculty and the Southern Inter«pl- 
legiate Athletic Association should have 
the power to see that he receives noth- 
ing for his services, and that he m4&in- 
tains a good class standing. If necessary, 
make the court a little harder for him 
in order to assure his good faith in enter- 
ing college for the advantage of a col- 
lege training and not for piayin, vall. 

And let the matter of his class stand- 
ing be placed in the hands o/ the §, I. 
A. A. as well as in the hands of the 
faculty of his college, so that the matter 
may bé thoroughly investigated.

(Special.)—Breeders and sss trainers 


of thoroughbreds will be interested 
in the announcement that Belle Meade 
stud, famous from one end of the conti- 
nent to the vwther, whl b> continued. 

R. C. Brien, who tor years Was mar- 
ager for General Sackson, and after his 
death manager for the son, has been 
placed in charge and thoroughbreds for 
the market will be raised as has been tne 
case for the past fifty years. Belle Meade 
stud is not only the oldest thoroughbred 
stock farm in this country, wut it is 
probably the best equipped establish- 
ment of its kind in America.

in which the interests of 600,000 women 


were represented by delegates from every 
section of the country. 

She represcntcad American club women 
at the congresses of the Parig exposi- 
tion several years ago, and during sev- 
eral trips abroad she was accorded many 
attentions by the leading and most pro- 
gressive women of Great Britain. 

Mrs. Lowe's first public work was in 
her organization of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club. She was its founder and first pres- 
ident, and subsequently the founder and 
first president of the Georgia State Fed- 
eration, resigning this office to accept 
the office of the national presidency. 

She has since her young ladyhood 
been a leading spirit in Georgia social 
life, and has always been distinguished 
by her intellect and progresSiveness She 
is at present engaged in the writing of a 
novel, which will soon be in the hands 
of the publisher. 

Mr. Gunton, though an Englishman by 
birth, resided in this country for 
twenty He ig editor of Gunton’s 
Magazine, Washington, a 
magazine of international distinction, 
standing for the most _ progressive 
thought along the lines of political and. 
social economics, especially in their re- 
lation to the public questiong of the re- 
public. He is president of the Institute 
of Social Economics of Washington and 
New York, and as a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National Civic 
Federation he has acted as arbitrator 
in twenty-three strikes, and in consulting 
capacity in matters pertaining to polit- 
.-al science, and the economic problems 
of the moment, with the late President 
McKinley, President Roosevelt, Senator, 
Hanna, Governor Herrick and others. 

He is international examiner of the 
economic department of the Young Men's 
Christian Associatton of the United 
States and Canada, and was one of five 
men to organize the first labor burcau 
established in this country. 

His most conspicuous writings of late 
have been those written In his own maga- 
zine and others opposing socialism.

TALK WITH BEVERIDGE 
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SENATOR BEVERIDGE. 
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Just Why the Russians and Japanese Want To Fight. 
Korea and Why Japan Wants It-Manchuria Is 
an Empire.

Washington, February |2.—The success- 
ful man of this new century is he who 
has not only the ability to do things, but 
the foresight to. prepare for them; to 
know a great opportunity and seize it, 
to fight his battles with his eyes to the 
front looking far into the future. That 
ls the kind of a man Senator Beveridge, 
if Indiana, is. Endowed with the genius 
of success he has acquired the capacity 
for hard work, and his tussle with for- 
tune has made him conservative. At the 
same time he is enthusiastic. His veins 
gre full of young blood end he is wide 
awake. How much awake you will see 
when you consider who he is and what he 
has done since 1899. | 

The Making of a Statesman. 

Senator Beveridge was born on a farm, 

ane he had to hustle for his existence. 


| 


At 12 he was a plow boy, at 14 he work- 
ed on a railroad, at 15 he was a Jogger 
and teamster and at the same time he 
went to school. He managed somehow 
to get.en. education, graduated: at. the 
leading college of Indiana and then 
studied law under dear old Joe McDonald, 
the faMous Indiana United States sena- 
tor and politician. He had been admitted 
to the bar, and had.made @ local repu- 
tation as a lawyer and orator at the age 


of 36, when he was — to ™ weet 


States senate. 
Beveridge’s Opportunity. 

All this was good, but Not extraordi- 
nary. So far, Many other poor boys had 
done as well. Beveridge’s opportunity 
came at the time of his election. At that 
same time there were eighty-nine other 
men members. of the United State ee 
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We had just taken possession of the 
Philippines, and {t was evident that they 
were the question of the future. Henry 
Cabot Lodge sat down and studied inter- 
national law on the gubjett; George Fris- 
bie Hoar waddled over to the congres- 
sional library and investigated the eth- 
nology of the Malay races and their abil- 
ity for self-government; dear old Senator 
Allison kneeled down on the top rail of 
the fence and prayed the Lord to let 
him know how to jump, and John C. 
Spooner hooked up constitutional argu- 
ments for his great speeches of the fu- 
ture. 

And what did Beveridge do? 

He alone of all the senators saw that 
the best way to handle a great problem 
is to first learn what the problem js. He 
realized that knowledge is power, and 
took the first steamboat for Manila. He 
went out with our army and saw condi- 
tibns as they were. Then the crossed to 
China and learned something of that 
country, stopped a while in Japan and 
came home better posted on eastern mat- 
ters than almost any other public man 
of the United States. 

Aa he landed he was mat by newspaper 
reportets, and other reporters aSked for 
his opinions in city after city as he cross- 
ed the continent.

That speech gave Beveridge a national 
reputation and put him at the front as 
one of the leading thinkers on interna- 
tional policies. Since then no one has 
attempted to keep him quiet. He does 
not speak oftén, but when he opens his 
mouth the senate and the nation prick 
up their ears. 

Senator Beveridge has not only: gained 
the attention of the senate. but also its 
confidence. nspoiled by his sticc&ss, he 
went to work, and he hag since put in 
more hours than most of the senators in 
studying the. great/matters which come 


‘before that body. He has gaincd the re- 


spect and friendship of the older mem- 
bers, and ig today one of the few men 
who are doing things in our national 
house of lords. He. is becoming noted 
for his conservatism, and is, I am told, 
one of the most conservative. counseldrs 
of the strenuous young man in the white 
house. 2 

Japan and Russia. 

I say this by way of introduction to 
an interview on the situation in the Far 
East, which I have had with Senator 
Beveridge today. The senator has sup- 
plemented his trip to the Philippines by 
others to China, Japan, Siberia and Rus- 
sia. He. has met the leading statesmen 
of all these countries, and has actually 
studied the Manchurian question off the 
ground, The interview took place in 
the sénators. apartments in the Port- 
land flats, on ‘Thomas circle. . My first 
Question was: 

“What are the Russians and Japanese 
squabbling about?”

How Russia Took Manchuria. 

“Well, a few months after ‘that the 
Germans demanded of China the cession 
of Kiachow bay ahd a railroad and oth- 
er rights in the province of Shantung. 
Their request was granted and Russia 
thereupon demanded the cession of Port 
Arthur for the terms of twenty-five 
years and the right to*extend her rail- 
road threugh Manchuria to the Yellow 
sea. This was also granted and Japan 
saw the territory she had fought 
hard for, and which she had been com- 
pelled to give up, handed over to the 
Russians, who had been the chief actors 
in the compulsion. 

“The Japanese were angry and almost 
ready to fight then, but the Russians ; 
Said they only wanted a place for their 
railroad and they promised to evacuate 
Manchuria within a certain time. 

“Tho Japanese assented to this and 
waited. The time came and went and 
the Russians remained. They gave ex- 
cuses for remaining, but they are there 
today. 

“They are not only there, but have 
been pushing their outposts farther and 
farther down toward -Korea and Japan 
is afraid that they wip cross the Yalu 
forean peninsula 
to the bottom, where their guns might 
he mounted withim cannon shot of the 
Japanétse empire. 


The Russians and Korea. 

“Does that mean that the Russians 
want Korea?’ 

“So the Japanese think,” 
ator Beveridge. ‘‘Koregq 
splitting ¢€astern Siberia from southern 
Manchuria. It has better harbors than 
Manchuria, and if the Russians could 
extend their railroad into it their land- 
ing would be farther south. If they do 
net take it they fear the Japanese will 
and that the Japanese in Korea might 
be a mehace to Russian progress to- 
ward the acquisition of the rest of Asia, 
which many of the czar’s people believe 
to be their destiny. 

“Would the Japanese be satisfied if 
the Russians gave up Korea to them?”

‘They would, for a time at least, 
although this struggle was bound to 
come sooner or later Both nations need 
territory, and the Japanese especially so. 
Both nations hope to control the trade 
of eastern Asia, and each is jealous and

“They would have made a second Japan 
north of the Yellow sea,’’ replied Sena- 
tor Beveridge. “The whole country would 
have been speedily colonized by Japanese 
immigrants, and Japan would have prob- 
ably made it a basis for the acquisition 
of other parts of north China. Japan is 
not a large country. Without Formosa it 
f not as big as California. Nevertheless, 
it has more than half as many people as 
the whole United States, and its popula- 
tion is rapidly increasing. Manchuria 
would have insured the possession of 
Korea and would have been also a base 
for a closer alliance with China.” 


A Fight for an Empilre. 

“Rut is the country worth fighting 
about, senator?” I asked. 

“Both the Russians and the Japanese 
think so.”’ replied Senator Beveridge. ‘“‘Al- 
most any nation would think so. Manchu- 
ria is an empire in itself. Do you know 
how big it is? It has grain-growing terri- 
tory enough to feed the whole of Japan's 
40.000.000. and it is so rich in coal and 
the Japanese would have made 
it a beehive of factories. The country ‘Is 
big as France and Germany comr 
It is twice as big as New York, 
Pennsylvania and New 
and quite as rich in 
Its value cannot be 


as 
New Jersey, 
England combined, 
na'tural resources. 
esfimated.’ 

The Russian Peril. 

“But, about the Russians, serrator; 
certainly have enough land? 

“Have they?’ replied Senator Bever- 
“Tt would seem so, but many Rus- 
count time by centdries, not by 
days, empire is not fitted to suppors a@ 
great population, but still they now have 
enough room and to spare. But the Rus- 
sians count time by @eyturies, not by 
days, months and weeks. They are al- 
Ways figuring up the future. They 
have a population now of 140,000,000, 
Or more ‘than one-twelfth of all the people 
fn the world. They are growing by the 
natural process of reproduction at the 
Fate of 3,000,000 a year. Without taking 
into consideration the increase by ge0o- 
metrical ratio,-in ten years there will be 
170.000,000 Russians, and in fifty years 
ithere will be 300,000,000. Indeed, the 
czar will more than Manchuria to 
house them.”’ 

Colonies in Manchuria. 

‘What are the Russians doing there, 
senator? Are they really colonizing the 
country?” 

“They are settling along the line of the 
railroad,’ replied Serator Beveridge. 
Many of the soldiers bring ‘their wives 
the railroad la- 
®orers come to stay, and the result is 
neat Russian villages are growing up 
along that road in the wilds of the Far 
East. I remember stopping at towns on 
my way south which had al! the im- 
provements of modern civilization. There 
were good stores, comfortable houses and 
first-class restaurants with French cooks. 
The bands played in the parks on §Sun- 
day, and all this in striking contrast 
with the mud houses and filthy streets of 
the Chinese towns adjoining them. The 
flussians are building a commercial port 
on Talienwan bay, and their cities along 
the Trans-Siberian r6ad ‘are _ rapidly 
growing. Indeed, there are towns along 
that road which have better department 
stores than Washington city.”

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they may have 200,000 or even 300,000 
there today. With the new railroads 
thousands more can be rushed in. As you 
know, every man in Russia is a soldier, 
and the czar’s available army numbers 
millions. 


The ‘War a Religious One. 

“At the same time the Japanese troops 
are thoroughly well organized. There are 
no better soldiers anywhere and no 
braver. On the one side the Japanese 
are fighting for their homes and on the 
other the Russians are fighting at the 
orders of their father, the czar, end at 
the same time in the belief that it is 
their duty to carry the cross into China 
and thus OChristianize the Far East. That 
is a point that is not generally gonsider- 
ed, but I am told the Russians believe 
that it is their destiny to spread their 
religion over all Asia.” 


Uncle Sam’s Policy. 

“In the trouble between Japan and Rus- 
sia, what should be the policy of the 
United States?’ 

“It should be that of a friendly neutrol- 
ity,”’ replied the senator. ‘“‘We are in the 
happy condition of being the closest friend 
of each nation. The Russians have a sen- 
timental ag well as a real friendship for 
us and so have the Japanese. Russia was 
cur friend at the time of the revolution. 
it aided us during the civil war. and it 
sold Alaska to us in preference to any 
other nation. In return we have done 
many things to cement this friendship, 
and especially so during the famine of a 
fAw years ago. The Russians are ap- 
preciative, and today, notwithstanding 
the efforts of other nations to make the 
United States Russia's enemy, we are its 
strongest friend. 

“It is the same with Japan. Commo- 
dore Perry, one of our naval officers. 
opened up that countTty to modern civili- 
zation, and since then we have always 
been fair and liberal in our dealings with 
it. In our diplomatic negotiations we 
have asked less than other nations and 
given more. The result is that Japan re- 
gards the United States aa her friend, 
and if the fight between her and Russia 
is carried to a finish we shall be in a 
position to take advantage of the situa- 
tion then, whatever it may be. If any 
nation is to recelve anything from such 
a settlement we at least. shall not be left 
out.” 


Ito and Witte 

‘You have met both Count Ito of Japan 
and Sergius Witte of Russia, the greatest 
men of the two nations, Senator Beve- 
ridge? Tell me about them?’ 

“Physically they are as far apart as the 
poles,”’ replied Senator Beveridge. ‘“‘Count 
Ito is dark, short and stocky. Mr. Witte 
is rosy cheeked, tall, but broad shoul- 
dered. Both men are very great and 
very qule I should say that Ito is per- 
haps the greatest Asiatic now living, and 
I think one might say that Witte Is the 
greatest Slav.

He 
sees the whole world as it changes from 
day to day, and he knows how to take 
aivantage of every change for the good 
of Russia.” 


Russia’s Money Bag’ 


“Speaking of Russta’P financial condi- 
tion, Senator Beveridge. The empire 
heavily in debt. [In the fight with Japan 
wil] the czar have enough for his needs*"’ 

“When war comes money usually comes 
also,” said Senator Beveridge. “It may 
cost more, but it comes. Russia is a land 
of vast mateTial resources, which it 
would take many mortgages to blankct. 
and its government has the power of 
raising money without asking a congress 
or the people to ratify its act. 

‘“‘Take the matter of the liquor business, 
which is now altogether in the hands of 
the government. Sergius Witte saw the 
enormous profits of the Russian rimseli- 
ers, and he sent Out word that after a 
certain time the government would make 
and sell all the intoxicants used in the 
country. That time came, and todav 
every drop of vodka or brandy consumed 
in Russia comes from the government 
stores. The business is so handled that 
there is less drunkenness and better H- 
quor; and at the same time the profits 
are enormous. During 1903 they amount- 
ed to more than the total expenses of 
the army and navy, or to a sum equal to 
about One-fourth of all it costs to min 
our government for a year. I do not say 
this is right. I merely give the résults 

‘There is now talk of taking over the 
tea business in the same way. The Rus- 
sians are the greatest tea drinkers on 
earth, not excepting the Chinese, and the 
revenue from the sale of tea would speed- 
ily wipe out any debt which might arise 
from a war with Japan.”’

REV. JOHN E. BARNARD, OF CARTERSVILLE, 
PREACHES ON CLOSE COMMUNION 


CCORDING to announcement made 

in advance, Rev. John E. Barnard 

delivered last Sunday morning from 
Tis pulpft at Cartersville. a sermon de- 
fending the Baptist doctrine of close 
Communion. In line with the policy of 
The Constitution to give its readers the 
best of the religious thought of the day, 
we present herewith, practically in full, 
the sermon mentioned. 

Text: t. Cor, xi, 28-29—‘‘Let a man ex- 
amine himself and so let him eat of that 
bread and drink of that cup. For whoso- 
evér eateth and drinketh unworthily eat- 
eth and drinketh damnation to higaself.* 

The ordinance of the Lord’s supper is 
a holy ordinance, given to us by our 
holy Savior to be guarded with holy and 
zealous eyes, that it may be observed in 
no ‘other way than that in which our 
Redeemer directs. 

One great trouble In the way of a prop- 
er understanding of the simple word of 
God is to be found in a person's connec- 
tion with some church or denomination. 

Many are more careful to observe the 
teaching of “our church” than the Word 
of God. We should never draw our con- 
clusions and then bend the scriptures to 
sustain what we believe. Teach the’scrip- 
tures and let yOur conclusions be govern- 
ed by ‘‘a thus saith the Lord.’”’ 

Christ instituted His Church and Its 
ordinances, The apostles were taught 
and guided by the holy spirit as to how 
these ordinances should be observed. 

FIRST. What does Paul mean when he 
speaks of eating and drinking unworthi- 
ly? Says one: “I can never partake of 
the Lord’s supper because I[ feel so un- 
worthy. I fear I will eat and drink dam- 
nation to my soul.” This thought has 
prevented many conscientious people 
from obeying the Savior in this one com- 
mand. Does the text say, if a man is 
unworthy and partakes of the bread and 
wine, he eats and drinks damnation to 
his soul? NO. Eating and drinking un- 
worthily has reference to the manner in 
which yoy observe the supper and not to 
the condition of the subject. 

Since it is clear that we eat and drink 
damnation to ourselves when we eat and 
drink unworthily, that is in an unworthy 
manner, we should be exceedingly care- 
ful as to the manner in which we ap- 
proach the table of our Lord. 

SECOND. ‘Let a man examine him- 
self.” The standard of this examination 
ls the Bible, our only gulde and rule 
of faith and, practice. The Bible lays 
down certain rules in observing the Lord's 
supper, We are therefore to examine 
ourseives to see if we have complied 
with the prerequisites laid down in the 
New Testament. There is a difference be- 
tween the church and the kingdom. 

All who are in the kingdom are saved 
people, but afl saved people are not in 
the church. Without the kingdom there 
could be no church. A man should first 
enter the kingdom before he should think 
of entering the church. The church i 
within the kingdom, just as all the in- 
habitants of Cartersville are citizens of 
Rartow county, But all the citizens of 
Bartow county are not inhabitants of 
Cartersville. 

Repentance and faith bring a man into 
the kingdom of God; but they do not 
tring him into the church of Christ. Hav- 
ing entered the kingdom through repen- 
tance and faith, he enters the church by 
baptism and fellowship with the house- 
hold of faith. 

Tt is generally 
Christiang that the Lord's supper to 
be observed by church members. It is 
nlso admitted generally bv orthodox Chris- 
tlans that without baptism there is no 
chureh membership, or without baptism 
Mo one can enjoy the full privileges of 
the church. Therefore without baptism 
no one ean enjoy the privilege of the 
Yord’s supper. 

What, therefore, are the steps neces- 
@ary to bring a man righteously up ta 
the Lord’s table? (2) God commands all 
men everywhere to repent. But repen- 
tance is not simply sorrow for sins. One 
may be sorry qa thousand times for his 
gains and yet never repent. Repentance is 
a change of mind or thought. Before re- 
pentance one loves sin and nates God;

Having made the first 
etep toward the Lord's table, the sinner 
inquires: ‘‘What {fs the second step to be 
taken?” 

fb) The second step in 
table is to “believe 
Christ.’ Belief in 
historical belief, 


approaching the 
the Lord Jesus 
Christ is not merely a 
but is a belief in His 
holiness, divinity and a committal of 
one’s soul into the hands of Jesus for 
galvation from the dominion and conse- 
quences of sin. Just you would de- 
posit $500 in the bank for safe keening, 
so you deposit your soul in the hands of 
Christ for salvation. 

(c) The third step to be taken is bap- 
tigm. In Acts ii, 37, 38, Peter, under the 
inspiration of the holy spirit, said unto 
the three thogcand “‘Repent and be bap- 
tized every one of you.” Again fin Acts ii, 
41, the three thousand gladly received

baptized. 

Inspiration tells us that there is one 
Lord, one faith and one baptism—spirit 
or water baptism, John the Baptist bap- 
tzed in the river of Jordan—a place of 
water, He also baptized in Eanon néar to 
Salem, because there was much water 
there. The eunuch said: Here is water. 
what hinderg me to be baptized? Hence 
the haptism practiced by John the Bap- 
tist and the apostles was water baptism 

But what does the Lord say this one 
baptism is as to act or mode? In Galla- 
tlans, ili, 27. The Holy Spirit says: “For 
as many of you as have been baptized 
into Christ have put on Christ.”’ 

The idea expressed here is that of put- 
ting on a garment. Just as a person 
clothes themselves from head to foot. so 
the baptism of the believer is putting the 
entire body under the water. 

Just as a piece of cloth” six inches 
square on the top of yoyr head would fall 
short of clothing your entire body, so a 
few drops of water sprinkled wpon your 
head falls short of being baptism. 

But the Lord gives us a plainer and 
more unmistakable definition of baptism. 
Romans vii, 4: “We are buried with 
Him by baptism into death.” Just as 
Christ was crucified for our sins and 
was buried and was raised from the dead, 
S80 We are first qfucified to our sins and 
then are buried in the baptismal waters 
and rise to lead a new life for God. As 
you go beneath the liquid grave you 
preach a sermon on the burial of Christ; 
as you come forth from the water grave 
you preach equally as strong a sermon 
on His resurrection. God Himself clearly 
settles it in His own word that this one 
baptism is a burial. 

... 

There ig yet anuther step to be taken 
before this now baptized believer reaches 
the Lord's table. That of fellowship with 
the household of faith. And they —the 
baptized loved ones—continnea in the 
apostie’s doctrine and 
in breaking of bread and in prayers.

The Sabbath was the “bloody angie™ | 


in the contest between the Pharisees and | 


the Sabbath— 
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But He could not expect to lay His hand | 


thus this Pharisaic fetich 
without raising a din and < and 
branded as a rilegious person. 

On this the Pharisaic 
age followed Him in hopes that it 
discover that He took one step more than 
the two thousand cubits allowed for a 
Sabbath day's journey. It congratulated 
itself upon a still greater ‘‘find.’’ It 
threw up its hends in well felgned hor- 
ror at the dreadful infraction; for w: 
not the disciples reaping and threshing 
on the Sabbath? Aceording to the refine- 
ments of their traditions, plucKing the 
ripe wheat ears was a kind of harvesting, 
and rubbing them between the hands and 
blowing” the chaff away was a kind of 
Winnowing. What a sin! 

The reply of Jesus is a master stroke: 
“David is vour hero-king. It is not pos- 
cible you Sre ignorant of what he did in 
an emergency; how, fiving from Saul and 
famishing, he took, not standing corn in 
the fleid, like my disciples have, but the 
show bread from the golden table before 
the very presence of the Lord; and that, 
too, when {ft had been freshly laid there, 
and there was none to replace it. David 
did this! How is it that find no 
fault with him” The law of mercy in 
this instance supplanted the law of sac- 
rifice, 
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now from the wheat 
fields to the synagogue, but the issue re- 
mains the same. The cripple fs used as 
a bait to catch Jesus with. Jesus called 
the unfortunate Man to a conspicuous po- 
sition. 

The alternative which He proposed put 
them to confusion: Which accorded bet- 
ter with the spirit of the Sabbath law—

The poor 
and unfortunate knew him as a friend to 
whom they could turn In time of need, 
not only for spiritual but for physical 
aid. His private fortune, which was 
large, has always been at the disposal of 
the needy, and his charity was of the 
broad sert which drew no distinction be- 
tween people of different faiths or con- 
ditions of life. 

Father Sidiey gained his reputation 
in the nineteenth century by in- 
uugurating a crusade againsi the use or 
strong @rink, the Y¥esuit of which will 
never be forgot®n. 

He felt that it was one of the vices of 
hig country and began upon a mission 
of complete reformation. That he was 
successful is a mutter of history, for ne 
secured more than three million pled<es 
which live today in the descendants.

dous fascination the green room

If this 
statement is correct American people are 
spending too much money for food which, 
aside from being without nutritive value, 
is often bad for the health and diverts 
funds which could be used to much better 
advantage in buying better and warmer 
clothing and beautifying the home, or, 
better still, purchasing one. 

“TT am not prepared to go on record as 
being responsible for a statement that the 
average family of five ought to keep with- 
in a certain amount for living expenses 
Some very radical reformers have place] 
the amount as low as $2 a week. In m:

A Remerkable Inventicn.

Herr Hans Goldschmidt, of Essen, Ger- 
many. has invented a compound which 
has the property of producing intensely 
high temperatures in such a way 
they may be readily used for 
purposes. This compound, which has been 
aptly named thermite, is made by com- 
bining, in the proper proportions, oxygen 
in the form of oxides, and aluMinum, 
the metal found in common clay. When 
these two substances are combined and 
ignited an enormously high 
is instantly opbtained. The thermite is 
ignited by putting in a pinch of peroxide 
of barium and a fuse is led to this and 
lit. The oxygen contained in the oxide 
combines with the aluminum, forming 
an aluminum-oxide. The fused combina-

HE religious press of the southern 
T Presbyterian chureh has been 

somewhat divided in their opinion 
as to feasibility of the project for a con- 
solidated Presbyterian university in At- 
lanta. Greatly to the surprise of the mass 
of its readers The Christian Observer 
has opposed the movement. Much of the 
former prestige of this paper as a care- 
ful and impartial judge of all church 
matters has been lost because of its at- 
titude towards this, the greatest advance 
movement of the southern Presbyterian 
church of the century. 

The Presbyterian Standard, which is 
probably the ablest edited of all southern 
Presbyterian journals, has been the ar- 
dent advocate of the plan from its incep- 
tion. It has through its columns argued 
the matter thoughtfully from every 
Standpoint and has clearly shown its 
In its last 
issue it Says: 

“The Standard rejoices at the increas- 
ing good prospect for the great Presby- 
terlan university at Atlanta, which it 
has so ardently advocated, practically 
alone of Presbyterian papers circulating 
in the ‘controlling synods.’ The confer- 
ence cOmmittees appointed by the synod 
met in Atlanta, with the delegates ap- 
pointed by the synod of Tennessee. to 
Say that they could not confer. Dr.\Alex- 
ander, of New Orleans, was elected chair- 
man Of the conference. The conference 
then divided into two conferences—one 
of the Columbia and the other of the 
Clarksville synods. They heard Dr. Lacy, 
of Clarksville, and Dr. Andg@rsoy in op- 
position to the new plan and then, by an 
almost unanimous yote, the whole con- 
ference indorsed the plan.

McCoy, president of the Davidson board, 
and one other, whose name we do not 
recall, were the only ones Spposing the 
projected union of Clarksxille and Co- 
lumbia at Atlanta. We are unfeignedly 
glad of this yvesult of the conference. We 
believe it is the beginning of the unifica- 
tion of our educational work in the 
Southern church, of which we shall have 
say something more later on. The 
church has embarked in the cause of 
church education, and responsibility 
must carry control. The necessity of 
church control will grow more obvious 
as the educational life of the church ex- 
pands. And it will be a great step in 
direction, and for the benefit. not 
the hurt, of smaller institutions to have 
a $1,000,000 university ag the head 
of the system. It really looks as though 
church were clearing the way for 
the men of thought and men of action.”

The, question 
is somewhat complicated, and will call 
Tor the exercise of the utmost wisdom.” 

The present status the movement 
will continue until the fall regular meete 
ings of the synods controlling the two 
colleges to be consolidated. It is altg- 
gether probable that the various synods 
will accept the recommendations made 
by the conference which met in Atlanta, 
this conference being composed of two 
men from each synod. It is altogether 
probable that those most directly con- 
cerned in the moving of the SouNhnwestern 
university will fight the matter before 
the various synods. But they fully pre- 
sented their side to the Atlanta confer- 
ence and lost by a overwhelming ma- 
jority, and {t is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that they will fare better before the 
synods. 

The consolidated university Is a logical 
and practically settled fact and those 
who oppose it are on losing ground and 
if they continue in thelr attitude will In- 
evitably lose their present influence with 
people and church. ee 


Another Atlantic Cable. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

The fourth cable line to connect this 
city directly with continental Europe will 
be completed next year. There is already 
a German cable starting from the little 
island of Borkum, near the mouth of the 
Ems, and extending to this city by way 
of Fayal in the Azores. The second. ]ine 
takes exactly the. same route, and has 
been completed as far aS the Azores. 

The German government agreed to pay 
to the German Atlantic Telegraph Com- 
pany $178,500 if the line was completed 
to the Azores by January !, 1904. In 
Spite of the very unfavorable weather 
on the Atantic during the 
past few months the line has been Iaid 
io the Azores and is now in operation 
between Borkum and Faval 

The second half of the line now to 
be laid, and the German government has 
agreed to pay the company a certain sum 
if it is completed between the Azores and 
York bv. January |, !905. It is be- 
lieved the line wil] operation in: 
this city some months before that time, 

There will ih is be a direct double ca- 
ble vice between Germany and this 
country. It is seid that the new eable 
will be to handle a _ considerably 
larger amount of traffic than the first 
and the two cables will be likely 
to assure telegraphic communications at 
all times, os there little probabliity 
that the working of both cables would 
be simultaneously interrupted,

“For my part, if I can put one touch 
of a rosy sunset into the life of any 
man or woman, I ‘Shall feel that I have 
worked with God. He is in no haste, 
and if I do what I may in earnest I need 
not mourn if I do no great work on 
earth. To help the growth of a thought 
that struggles toward the light, to brush 
with gentle hand the earth stain from 
the white of one snowdrop, such be my 
ambition. So shall I scale rocks in front, 
not keave my nhame carved upon those 
behind me.’’ 

Thus George MacDonald  begins—and 
ends—one of his inimitable short stories. 
A famous woman author once said: “If 
I cannot make people happier by what I 
write, I wil] not write.’’ This spirit in 
bookmaking does not animate the pens 
of the majority of modern writers. Al 
the cleverness of word-construction, th 
depth of thought, the breadth of knowl- 
edge and the wisdom of experience, is 
us‘@i by many of these to depict an idea 
that, if a man gain it, he is just that 
much weaker in his struggie against sin; 
just that much more confirmed in his 
pessimistic opinions of his brother; just 
so much farther from content and happi- 
ness. The most successful (?) novels of 
the day teach pessimism and unhappiness 
by their portrayal of the darker side of 
individual life and the less noble qualities 
of men and women. ‘Take Tolstoi, for 
instance; can one have the same bright 
faith in woman after having read ‘‘Anna 
“arenine?’ Take a story of lesser note, 
“Pigs in Clover,’’ by Frank Danby; can 
one escape the contamination that would 
cast a doubt on all people by thus asso- 
ciating with the persons whogse lives are 
portrayed within its pages? 

The millions of books that are scanned 
by the vast majority of readers—the 
women and giris of the,middle and up- 
per classes—are for the most part injuri- 
ous in tone, rather than helpful. Apart 
from the negative injury inflicted upon 


{their readers by réason of their useful- 


ness, they are positively deleterious in 
that they foster immorality and cater to 
a depraved taste. 

It has been said that America is a 
land of readers and Germany a land of 
thinkers. The two are by no means 
synonomous. And this great class of fic- 
tion, born to flourish but for a day, Is 
that that supplies occupation for Ameri- 
can readers who do not think. But, 
though they forget as they read the lines 
and the memory of the story passes away 
with the closing of the volume, there 
is always left on the mind a subtle im- 
pression from any book. Read of a cheer- 


| 


ful, optimistic “‘Mrs. Wiggs’ and one will 
find one’s self unconsciously looking on 
the bright side of life. Scan hastily the 
pages that record the thoughts and deeds 
of a “Lady Rose’s Daughter’ and one 
will catch one’s self doubting the inno- 
cence of a debutante. 

Books are influential—even the weakest 
ones—and many of them are sources of 
much of the world’s unrest and pessim- 
ism and depravity. The stores are crowd- 
ed with ‘“‘new books;” and not one in a 
hundred is really worth the _ reading. 
Sometimes, in a thousand pages of dross, 
a gem of wisdom is found. As in “The 
One Woman” through ¢he weak, untruth- 
ful portrayal of the lives of despicable 
people, a sentence Tike this occurs: ‘‘I 
have had a lot of trouble In my life, but 
the most of it never happened.” But this 
is like searchang through tons upon tons 
of earth for a quarter of anm.ounce of 
radium, with an additional waste of en- 
ergy in that the golden gems of truth 
are offered in freer form and-more mul- 
tiplied in the countless number 6f books 
that are worth reading. 

It is true that the only book that lives 
is the one written with a noble purpose, 
strange as this may ssqm. It is the glow- 
ing lines of a Bunyun, inspired by “the 
joy that makes me write,”’ and the won- 
derful poem of a Browning who ‘writes 
as I saw. I report as I may God's work 
—all’s love yet all’s law. Each faculty 
tasked to perceive Him,’’ and the simple 
story. pf humble Hves lived by humble 
folks with hearts of gold, of which .a 
Dickens may have told us, that live for- 
ever. The pubrr’s approval is by no 
means the test of a book’s value; more 
often, it is the reverse. ‘‘There are not 
in the world at any one time more than 
a dozen persons who read Plato—never 
enough to pay for an edition of hts works 
—yet they come duly down to every gen- 
eration for the sake of those few.” 

But though the taste of the public does 
not affect the life of book, it certainly 
does affect the public itself. And it is 
against this influence that readers should 
guard theagselves by a more discriminat- 
ing selection of reading matter. Of the 
fong lines of glittering bound books that 
adorn the shelyes of the modern book- 
store, only those should be selected that 
are written well and wisely, by an au- 
thor whose aim is the ultimate happiness 
of his reader as wejl as his passing 
amusement. 

It is thus that one. may become well 
read, though perhaps not wisely read; 
and a thinker, albeit a regecer.

“IT get the central figure in my mind,” 
she said, “‘and then build argund it the 
chief dramatic incident of the story. Hav- 
ing conceived that,-I work out the rest 
of the aovel.

In the case of ‘The 
Deliverance’ the first character that I 
had in mind was that of Christopher 
Blake, and the first incident that devel- 
oped in the story was the one which Ne 
gives Himself up to the authoritles as the 
supposed murderer of Fletcher. But when 
I sat down to write the first chapter I 
had. the whole story planned, and had 
even the words of many chapters already 
in my mind.” 

Miss Glasgow has written all her novels 
in her den in the Glasgow home at Rich- 
mond, Va. She always locks herself in 
this room to avoid interruption. She 
began ‘The Deliverance’ two years ago, 
immediately after the publication of ‘The 
Battle Ground,’ and she worked at it 
eteadily with the exception of three 
months spent abroad last summer.

Al- 
theugh Professor Mosso discusses fully 
the grosser forms of weariness, the read- 
er will find most interesting the chap- 
ters on intellectual work and. intellectual 
fatigue, where he considers the relative 
advantages of day work and night work, 
the various methods of literary compo- 
sition, ete. He cites many such inter- 
esting cases ag the following: 

An able dramatic writer once told me 
that when he composes he has to shut 
himself up in his study, because he is 
obliged to make his characters contin- 
ually talk aloud. He receives them as if 
onthe stage, shakes hands with them, 
Offers them a chair, follows them in 
every little gesture, laughs or cries with 
them as occasion demands, When he 
writes he always, hears the voices of his 
actors, but faintly. If they become loud 
he at once stops writing and goes for a 
walk. Experience has taught him that 
this is a premonitory symptom of fa- 
tigue, and that he must cease working if 
he does not wish to spend a sleepless 
night. When he wag writing one of his 
dr:g@nas, the composition of which he ex- 
hatsted him greatly, he fell into such a 
morbid state that he not only heard his 
actors talk when he summoned them in 
order to write or revise the scenes, but 
he found that some of them would not 
be quiet again. He did not trouble him- 
slif much about this phenomenon, being 
convinced that it was simply the result 
of fatigue; he went off for a little holi- 
day and the hallucinations completely dis 
appeared. 


LOOK MUCH LIKE FLATIRONS. 


Curious Stone Implements of Our 
Aborigines Puzzle Scientists. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

Among thousands of curious objects of 
utility, weapons, etc., of the races that 
peopled North <Anverica in prehistoric 
times that one gees in the cases and 
cabinets in the Smithsonian institution 
are some five. or more curiously wrought 
stone objects from mounds in Tennessee 
bearing such a close resemblance to mod- 
ern flatirons that many people have 
thought that such might have been their 
use among their prehistoric makers, al- 
though it would be hard to imagine 
wat the primitive aborigines of this con- 
tinent had to iron, P 

The shape and appearance of these 
Objects in every way correspond with ,a 
snodern flatiron, handle and all, and thus 
far scientific men have been unable to 
Tiscover what they were used for. It is 

owever just a little. singular that 
wrought stones, similar to the ones from 
the Tennessee mounds, have been found 
in Peru among the tombs of the Incas 
and at the necropolis of Ancon. The old 
Spanish writers, men who accompanied 
Pizzaro in the conquest of that country, 
state that the ancient Peruvians, who 
were great builders, used these wrought 
stones or so called flatirons, as trowels in 
plastering walls with mortar. 

The objects found in one of the Ten- 
nessee mounds are the only ones that 
were ever found in the United States and 
the only way to account for their pres- 
ence in that locality is to suppose that in 


pre-Columbian times a great deal of 
Peruvian material reached countries far
